2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not show the combination of limitations required by the claims. As noted before, claim 1 1 
requires all the limitations of Claim 1 in Patent 6,325,388 in addition to additional limitations 
(i.e. is narrower). Yoshida '208 has been cited as showing a gasket 86 between a first 
component 82 and a second component 83 in a vehicle transmission. The gasket comprises a flat 
body with plural openings and apertures and has at least one polymer patch 101 and 102. 
However, as seen in Figures 27-30, the patch is formed according to the openings 90 on the 
components. So, while the patch surrounds channel 93, it is also provided on other portions of 
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the gasket not surrounding the channel. Therefore, Yoshida does not disclose the parallel 
surfaces of the body being planar except in the area of the patch surrounding the channel 
apertures as required by the claims. And, there does not appear to be any motivation to modify 
the gasket in the manner required by the claims.
